YOU_AND THE LAW: CHARLES MICHELSON, 9350 Wilshire Blvd, Beverly Hills, 
CA 90212, writes that there are still people who broadcast OTR shows without 
regard to copyright. He recently sent a letter to a gentleman in the 
western part of the country telling him to stop supplying copyright 
controlled shows to a local radio station, specifically two shows 
distributed by Michelson. Michelson legally owns the distribution rights to 
more shows than any one, having investigated copyrights to all he 
distributes. Michelson doesn’t mention whether the station is non-profit or 
whether that makes a difference. 

Michelson enclosed a 1982 press release in which Lone Ranger Television, 
Inc won a lawsuit against Jim Lewis for unlawfully licensing tapes of Lone 
Ranger Radio programs. Also enlosed was a portion of a 1987 letter from J 
Michael. Cleary of Brylawski, Cleary & Leeds, a law firm that specializes in 
copyrights. It stated: 


“To the extent that a radio broadcast would not constitute a 
*publication’ under our law, and also the extent that the scripts were never 
published or registered, they would have enjoyed common law copyright until 
January 1, 1978, the effective date of the new copyright law. At that time, 
they would have secured automatically statutory copyright.” 


This law essentially says that all material copyright before Jan 1, 1987, 
holds its copyright, with appropriate renewals, for 75 years.
